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GREETINGS TO GLAD LOVERS 


It is a real pleasure to send you this, our 1950 catalogue. 


While the East simmered with intense heat and perhaps tne greatest 
drought in history, we had an excess of rainfall in June and early July, 
extreme heat with little moisture in August and a perfect September. A 
season that gave us superb early blooms, splendid bulblet growth and an 
erratic performance of several varieties, that had performed so well in 
normal seasons. Our irrigation lines had to be used but very little. 


We specialize in well grown quality bulbs. Every effort is made to send 
to you, young one year bulbs grown from bulblets, regardless of the size you 
order. Some varieties, as you know, just will not make large bulbs from 
bulblets. In that case, your order will be filled with large bulbs grown from 
No. 5 and 6’s. of the previous year. We hand select the bulblets for you and 
send out no pinheads or exceedingly small bulblets. Some varieties, such as 
Patrician and Boise Belle, habitually make small bulblets, and we can but 
send you the largest bulblets possible. 


This season we are listing several new varieties for friendly originators 
and co-introducers. A few of these varieties we have not seen or grown. But 
because some of the best judges of glads in our land, that have grown or 
seen them tell me that the varieties are outstanding or unusually good and 
wonderful performers, men whose word I have found to be as good as gold, 
I do not hesitate in recommending the varieties to you for your consideration. 
These growers assure me that I will receive quality bulbs and bulblets for 
you. 


I do sincerely believe, that you will be offered no better new varieties, 
this season, by any grower or originator than Big Joe, La Valle, Chinook 
and Margaret Jean. Unusually strong vigorous growing varieties, good 
performers that can take extreme heat and adverse growing conditions 
and do well. 


We are not large growers, that is we do not have a large acreage nor do 
we grow bulbs by the million. Each year we have had to cut down our 
acreage so that we could do all the work ourselves with but a minimum of 
hired help. Then too, we are no longer what one would call young, and we 
must regulate our plantings with our ability to look after and care for same. 


We do not list hundreds of varieties. Because we value your friendship, 
we try to list no variety that we feel certain will disappoint you. Any list 
of several hundred varieties is certain to have such varieties. We quickly 
discard all varieties, regardless of value, that prove to be varieties—That 
are weak growers—poor health—those that crook badly—short growers— 
poor substance—weak attachment of florets and varieties that increase to 
slowly. We must have good performers as well as fine colors. 


We do not believe in knocking a variety the first year it is grown by us. 
Some varieties are just not happy with us the first year, but prove to be 
grand in following years. 


Although we have grown fine varieties for many years, we have seen 
but very very few varieties that easily open up eight florets at once. A 


statement that a variety can, or is capable of opening up eight blooms at 
once is misleading. A child can, and is capable of growing seven foot tall 
but seldom does. A variety that opens up six or seven florets with several 
fine buds showing color is considered by all authorieties as a very fine glad. 
This fact should be considered when you read descriptions of varieties, 
reputed to open eight or more blooms at once. 


We can offer you no wholesale list. The high cost of labor in this vicinity 
makes this prohibitive. We just cannot compete with other growers that 
are more fortunate. We do have a large stock of some varieties. These we 
offer to you at wholesale, if at all possible. Surplus bulblets are also offered 
at wholesale. Early orders generally pick most of these up. 


Do not ask or expect us to fill an order for less than three dollars. We 
lose money when we do so. Postal rates have increased along with most 
every thing else. 


You will find us generous in filling your order, both with overcount and 
extra varieties that we believe will please you. We can promise you no 
overcount on bulbs or bublets grown by others. We can but send you what 
the growers send to us. 


Do not fail to dust or dip your bulbs prior to planting, regardless of 
where you obtain them, or if they are home grown. It is better to be safe 
than sorry. We have used and like the new dust called Arasan. This is a 
product of the DuPont people, somewhat similar to New Improved Seresan. 
Here in the middle West we obtain it from the Vaughn Seed Store, Chicago, 
Ill. The mess, work and uncertainty of weather conditions when using dips 
is eliminated and it is just as good. Only clean appearing bylbs should be 
planted. Bulblets should be cracked or shucked and because here in where 
most of our troubles start, only clean appearing bulblets should be planted 
without brown spots or veining. No dip or dust in commerce today will save 
your bulbs if your soil is infected with fussarium or other fungus diseases. 
You really are up against it when this happens. This soil cannot be used 
for several years and the disease spreads to adjacent soil. Heavy freezes 
does help in eliminating it, nothing else. A bit of work and patience at 
planting time, may save you heart aches and tons of work later. The buying 
of cheap bulbs from unreliable growers may be very very costly. The 
menace of fussarium has never been exagerated. 


We make every effort to be courteous with our customers, both real and 
prospective. We have ajded many with their glad problems. Your order will 
be promptly acknowledged, and your letters will be answered as soon as 


possible. 


Because we are human, you can expect us to make a few mistakes each 
season. These we will adjust to your complete satisfaction, if possible to 
do so. We have always found flower lovers, to be a wonderful class of people 
that are happy when they receive just what they expect and pay for. We 
feel that they are entitled to just that and nothing else. 


May you and yours enjoy a wonderful 1950 season.

National Show in 1949 against the stiffest of competition. A medium red 
with 20 to 22 buds that opens up 6 to 8 huge 61% inch florets with as many 
buds showing color on a tall straight tough spike near 60 inches tall.. It is 
a strong vigorous healthy grower that blooms even from bulblets, substance 
is very heavy and placement is excellent. Propagation and germination very 
good. It stood up like a Trojan in the intense heat of last July. A real ad- 
dition to the red class.

LA VALLE—By N. H. Lines. 


A vigorous growing gorgeous beauty that can take it. A clear rich 
ruffled light cream with small orange throat marks. On a tall always 
straight spike with 20 to 22 buds, it opens 6 to 8 large 5% inch florets with 
several buds showing color. Florets are so rich they immediately attract 
attention. A 507 class midseason variety. We consider this as one of the 
most outstanding glads of this past season. Increases well. “Tops” for the 
showroom and your garden.

MARGARET JEAN—By A. B. Ogilvie. 


Frankly the best orange we have ever seen. Mr. Sidney Mode of 
Canada, one of the finest growers in the business, has grown it for three 
years, won numerous prizes with it and considers it as one of the greatest 
glads he has ever grown. In color it is a clear medium orange with a lighter 
throat, a self color about a shade deeper than Bittersweet. On a nice 
straight spike it opens up 6 to 8 large 5% inch florets, with 5 buds showing 
color, substance is good, attachment and placement excellent. Propagation 
and germination very good. It certainly has our sanction.

CHINOOK—By N. H. Lines—532 class. 


Pure rich clear salmon with no markings of any kind. Just pure salmon 
throughout. Grows nearly six foot tall, spike always straight. It is a 
wonderful sight to look down the row and see practically every spike the 
same height. Thirty inch or better flowerhead. Opens 5 to 7—6 inch florets 
with 5 or more buds in color. Production and germination good. Opens to the 
last bud when cut. Many have said it is one of the best introductions in years. 
A fine commercial and “tops” for the show room. Will not wilt or fade in 
the hottest weather.

Flecks some in hot weather, but still a great favorite with the 
people, especially the women folks. Produces extra long spikes. Will open 
10—5 inch flolets, with all the rest showing color. Produces the most beauti- 
ful buds ever, almost an indigo blue and like velvet. Makes grand bulbs that 
are almost round Makes plenty of bulblets that germinate easily. It scored 
80 in the R. I. Trial Gardens this year. Grows 5% feet tall. Blooms in 70 
days. A great exhibition Glad.

Good 
propagator. Truly a mervelous florist’s glad. One you will love.

From Holland, we offer you two new varieties, that received an “A” 
rating at the West Virginia Trial Gardens.

Bulblets germinated near 90%, made fine growth and several bloomed, 
making many medium bulbs mostly No. 3s. One is said to be an improved 
Mansoer that does not fade, larger also. The other is said to be an improved 
Paul Rubens, but to us the color is much darker, with no magenta. The violet 
purple blooms have a pleasing color. We do believe these to be good. 


MARSHAL MONTGOMERY—Class 554. 


Very dark maroon red with deep orange shading, very glossy, “just 
velvet.” Enormous large florets, slightly ruffled and well formed. Texture 
is heavy. A tall straight and perfectly formed spike of eighteen buds of 
which 6 to 7 open at once. Outstanding and the best in this color.

PHANTOM BEAUTY—Bastain Class 440, Midseason.—This very light 
pink, described as the color of a blushing bride and the answer to a florist’s 
prayer, has brought forth more exclamation of delight from those who have 
grown it than most varieties of recent introduction. Precision placement, 
fine attachment and it’s ability to open 8 to 10 five inch florets at once with 


a long flowerhead of 20 to 24 buds makes it one of our best show room 
varieties. It’s ability to withstand heat should assure ita place in any garden.

The 18 to 20 buds on a tall 
straight spike open six to eight precisely placed florets at once, that have 
lots of sparkle. It increases nicely. Destined to be a great commercial.

HEART’S DESIRE—Class 540, Midseason.—One of the most outstand- 
ing and desirable of the recent introductions. Class, class and more class. 
“Tops” for the show room, the florist and your garden. One of those tall, 
large vigorous growing varieties that entrance one. Ruffled pure pink, 
blending to white with warm yellow throat, raised heavy midribs. The florets 
are near 6” in size, and open 5 to 7 out of 20 buds on a tall straight spike. 
Substance, placement and attachment excellent. Propagation and germina- 
tion excellent. One of our favorites that will not disappoint you.

The large lightly ruffled florets are deep pink 
in color. The tall straight spike with it’s 22 buds open up 6 to 9 florets at 
once with 5 showing color. A consistant bloomer from all bulb sizes and a 
rapid propagater. As spectacular in appearance as it is in performance.

CONNECTICUT YANKEE—Schenetsky, Class 441, Midseason.—This 
sensational variety is a large blush pink with a small attractive scarlet 
throat blotch. It opens a double row of 6 to 10 precisely placed florets at 
once with good attachment. Each spike is a bouquet by itself. A gorgeous 
sight of stunning beauty. Bulbs produce but few bulblets. Bulblets germin- 
ate near 100% and make fine growth and many bulblets. It is economical 
to buy bulblets.

EVANGELINE—Palmer, Class 560, Midseason.—Possibly the most 
vigorous growing variety in commerce, either from bulbs or bulblets.

Only one fault 
we have found, and under normal weather conditions we do not find this, a 
percentage of the florets will misplace. But for this it would be near a 100% 
variety as it has all the attributes a good glad should have. It is a very 
beautiful light rose pink with a creamy yellow throat. It opens 6 to 9 huge 
beautifully ruffled florets out of 20 to 22 buds. It produces a nice amount 
of bulblets that germinate near 100%, and make fine growth.

PROSPERITY—Midseason.—Ruffled rose pink sport of Picardy. Very 
large blooms of gorgeous color and form, that brings exclamations of de- 
light from those that see it characterize this variety. A fine light rose that 
beautifully blends to a cream throat. It has been a fine performer in it’s 
growth and production of fine blooms for us.

It opens 8 or more giant florets at one time on good 
spikes with 20 to 24 inch flower head which carries 18 to 20 buds: A con- 
servative producer of bulblets which germinate well. Bulblets did well for us 
and made a nice amount of bulblets from bulbs dug.

GENERAL EISENHAUER—Holland, Class 560, Midseason.—About 
one shade lighter than Miss Wisconsin A clear brilliant begonia rose that 
attracts. One of the best from Holland. A strong fine vigorous grower from 
all bulb sizes and bulblets. The tall straight spikes are near 5 feet tall. 
4 to 6 huge blooms near six inches in size open at one. A heavy producer of 
bulblets than germinate near 100%. One for the commercial grower, show 
fan and for your garden. Just mark this a “must have.” You won’t regret it.

Mr. Krueger 
considers this as one of his best introductions.

LANCASTER—Pelmer, Class 470-85 day bloomer.—Our choice of the 
best purple to be had today. A bright brilliant true purple that adds cheer 
to your garden. We like it for its rich depth of color. You'll love it. It easily 
opens 6 to 9 lightly waved and ruffled blooms on a tall straight spike. A 
fine vigorous grower for us. “Tops” for the show room. Increases nicely. 
Bulblets somewhat small.

RED 


RED WING—Wright, Class 486, Midseason.—This variety has been our 
best exhibition red since it’s introduction. A self colored scarlet with a small 
feather shaped marking deep in the throat. Florets are slightly ruffled at 
the edge and are near 514 inches in size. Has a flowerhead of near 30 inches 
with 19 to 22 buds, that open 6 to 9 at once with several in color on a 
straight spike near 5 feet in height. A nice increaser.

MRS. R. G. ERREY—Errey, 554, Midseason.—Because of the tall spike 
it produces, it’s fine vigorous growth and likeable qualities this is probably 
the most outstanding black red in commerce today. A larger greatly im- 
proved Black Opal for us. A clear dark color with a sheen. The large 5% 
inch florets open 6 or 7 at once are round, well placed and well attached. 
Took the hot weather like a Trojan. Spikes should be staked for that show 
room bloom.

ALL GLORY—Toon, 423 Class, Midseason.—This is one of our favorites.

We have yet to see the person that did not like it’s gorgeous 
color which is unusual and very attractive. Rich tangerine orange with a 
striking purple blotch. Almost an orange scarlet. Blooms from all bulb 
sizes and bulblets. A vigorous healthy grower. We have yet to see a crooked 
spike. Spikes are tall. Six to eight well placed florets open at once with the 
best attachment. Propagation and germination excellent.

ROYAL WINDSOR—Beaton, Class 450 or 550, 80 day bloomer. Lovely 
clear light scarlet red. This variety can make the largest percentage of near 
perfect spikes of any red we have grown, a small percentage had short 
flowerheads. A color in heavy demand by the florists because it blends 
more readily with other colors than deeper reds. The show room fan is 
beginning to take notice of it also. The 48 to 52 inch straight spikes have 


around 19 buds that open 6 or more florets often over five inches in size. 
We really like it.
